ENGLISH PLAYERS ALL 
HIGHLY SEASONED PROS 


Without exception, members 
of the English FA team are 
experienced professionals, many 
from prominent First Division 
clubs. 


One of them, Barry 
Bridges, has played for Eng- 
land, while several others have 
appeared in the England 
Under-23 team. 


Here are their brief pen- 
portraits: 


KEN WAGSTAFFE (Hull 
City F.C.) joined his present 
club from Mansfield Town in 
1964, having first signed pro- 
fessional forms in May 1960. 
Now 28, Wagstaffe is a goal- 
scoring forward and with Chris 
Chilton forms the spearhead 
of the Hull City attack, He 
won a Football League Third 
Division Championship medal 
with Hull but has not previ- 
ously been selected by The 
Football Association for any 
international matches. 


CHRIS CHILTON (Hull 
City F.C.), like Ken Wagstaffe, 
is now 28 and became a pro- 
fessional in the first team in 
July 1960, He has spent the 
whole of his career with Hull 
and has also won a Football 
League Third Division Cham- 
pionship medal. His position 
is centre-forward and he has 
the natural physical require- 
ments of a man_ playing in 
this position. He is well-built, 
skilful and is an intelligent 
reader of the game. 


NORMAN PIPER (Ports. 
mouth) first came to promin- 
ence playing for England’s 
Youth Team when he was with 
Plymouth Argyle. He signed 
professional forms for this 
famous West Country team in 
October 1963, and remained 
with them until last year, when 
he was transferred to Ports- 
mouth for a big fee. Piper is 
an ideal mid-field player; in- 
dustrious, skilful, hard-working 
and thoughtful; a good distri- 
butor of the ball. His present 
club, Portsmouth, is playing in 
the Second Division of the 
Football League. Piper has 
three Under-23 caps to his 
credit, 


BARRY BRIDGES (Mill- 
wall), a late addition to the 
FA team, is the only other 
fully capped England inter- 
national in the party, apart 
from Bailey. The tall Bridges 
visited Australia in 1965 with 
Chelsea before transferring to 
Queens Park Rangers and fin- 
ally Millwall. In 1965 he was 
one of the several strikers Sir 
Alf Ramsey experimented with 
for the World Cup. Now about 
28, Bridges is a dangerous 
goal-getter with either foot, 
while his headers have also 
gained him many _ valuable 
goals, 


JIM BARRON (Nottingham 
Forest) will have his first selec- 
tion since signing professional 
form in 1961, After two un- 
successful attempts to break 
into First Division football, 
Barron, 27, looks set at last 
to enjoy a long spell at the 
top. He began his professional 
career with Wolverhampton 
Wanderers when he was 17, 
after turning down an offer 
from his home town club of 
Newcastle. However, he did 
not receive many chances to 
play in the first team and so 
moved to Chelsea in 1965, 
again only to find himself over- 
shadowed, this time by Peter 
Bonetti. He then moved to 
Oxford United in March 1966 
and held a first team place 
with that club until his trans- 


fer to Nottingham Forest last - 


summer, 


PETER HINDLEY (Not- 
tingham Forest) is a one-club 
man, having played all his pro- 
fessional football with Not- 
tingham Forest F.C. He regis- 
tered with that club in June 
1961 and was originally a cen- 
tre half. Now, however, he is 
an accomplished full-back, 
strong and fast, who delights 
in attacking movements. He 
made his senior debut in May 
1962 against Everton, and in 
1967 he was selected to play 
for England’s Under-23’s team 
against Greece. In 1968-69 he 
chalked up his 200th League 
appearance for Nottingham 
Forest and at 27 he is one of 
the outstanding full-backs in 
senior football in England, 


KEITH EDDY (Watford 
F.C.) will chalk up his second 
FA tour, as he was a member 
of the party which visited New 
Zealand in 1969. Eddy is an 
excellent mid-field player. Now 
26, his first team was the local 
Barrow F.C, which played in 
the Fourth Division of the 
Football League. He signed 
professional forms for them 
in June 1962 and played regu- 
larly for the next four years, 
when he was transferred to his 
present club, Watford. At that 
time the Watford Club was in 
the Third Division of the Foot- 
ball League, but at the end of 
season 1968-69 the club won 
the championship of that sec- 
tion and were promoted to 
Second Division, 


GEORGE McVITIE (West 
Bromwich Albion F.C.) was 
recently transferred to West 
Bromwich Albion from Car- 
lisle United F.C., who are in 
the Second Division of The 
Football League. He first 
signed professional forms with 
Carlisle in 1965, and made 
over 100 appearances for the 
club. McVitie was born in 
Carlisle itself, and is now 22. 
He is a speedy right winger 
and was bought from Carlisle 


United by West Bromwich 
Albion to replace Dick Kryz- 
wicki, who was transferred to 
Huddersfield F.C. 


ALAN STEPHENSON (West 
Ham United F.C.) made a 
name for himself as a pro- 
fessional with Crystal Palace 
between 1962-68. He was then 
transferred to West Ham Uni- 
ted for a big fee. Whilst with 
Crystal Palace, he was captain 
of the team for two years. 
Stephenson, now 26, has played 
in the Under-23 team on 
seven occasions. The first was 
against Wales in October 1966 
and during the following 18 
months he made further ap- 
pearances against Italy (twice), 
Scotland, Hungary (twice) and 
West Germany. He is a tall, 
defensive centre-half, His pre- 
sent club, West Ham United, 
include in their ranks England 
captain Bobby Moore, and 
leading goal-scorer Geoff 
Hurst. 


MIKE KEEN (Luton Town 
F.C.), now a Luton Town 
player, has spent most of his 
career with Queens Park 
Rangers, with whom he first 
signed professional forms way 
back in 1958. His transfer to 
Luton took place in June 1969. 
Keen, 31, has not previously 
been selected for any FA rep- 
resentative match but he has 
an outstanding record as a 
player during his 13 years in 
senior football. He won a 
Football League Cup Winners’ 
medal with Queens Park Ran- 


gers and he is one of the few 
players who can proudly claim 
that he has never been cau- 
tioned or sent off the field of 
play. He is an attacking mid- 
field player, captain of his 
team, and was presented with 
a silver salver upon completion 
of 500 Football League ap- 
pearances in April. 


PETER WALL (Crystal 
Palace F.C.) first signed pro- 
fessional forms in April, 1964 
when he joined Shrewsbury 
Town F.C.—a Third Division 
team in the Midlands. He re- 
mained with Shrewsbury for 
five years and was then trans- 
ferred to Liverpool, with which 
he remained until 1971, there- 
after moving to London; he 
has been an outstanding suc- 
cess during his first season 
with the Crystal Palace Club. 
Wall, 26, a player who prefers 
to play on the left flank, is 
fundamentally a_ right-footed 
player. He usually adopts a 
defensive role but is always 
ready to take part in attack- 
ing movements at the right 
moment. 


MICHAEL MILLS (Ipswich 
Town F.C.) won his first inter- 
national honour when he play- 
ed for the England Under-23 
team against Wales last Dec- 
ember. Mills is a fullback and 
has played regularly for his 
club during the past two sea- 
sons, He previously played 
for Portsmouth. Ispwich Town 
are in First Division and it was 
with this club that Sir Alfred 


Ramsey, the present England 
Team Manager, made his mark 
as a manager following his 
successful professional playing 
career playing with Tottenham 
Hotspur F.C. 


PETER GRUMMITT (Shef- 
field Wednesday) was a few 
years ago considered to be one 
of the most outstanding young 
goalkeepers in British foot- 
ball and was very close to re- 
ceiving full international cap. 
He did, in fact, play three 
times for the Under-23 XI] 
against the Netherlands in 
1961 and against Wales and 
West Germany in 1963. Four 
years later he played for the 
Football League against the 
Football League of Ireland. 
Sir Alf Ramsey, the England 
manager, regards Grummitt, 
28, as a very good goalkeeper 
who would probably have had 
an even more distinguished 
career but for a series of bad 
injuries, He signed profess- 
ional forms in 1960 and was 
a regular Nottingham Forest 
player for the next ten years. 
Last year, however, he was 
transferred to Sheffield Wed- 
nesday and, during season 
1970-71, has appeared regularly 
in goal for this club. It is 
interesting to note that Shef- 
field Wednesday is, in fact, the 
club with which the Chairman 
of The Football Association, 
Dr. A. Stephen, is associated. 
He is the Chairman of its 
Board of Directors. 


Soccer has 


become the “English game” 


Success in sport often moves in cycles. In the 
1920s and 1930s, England were the undisputed 
masters of soccer, although they didn’t win World 
Cups—for the simple reason that they didn’t com- 
pete for them. 

After the war came a gradual decline, which 
culminated in two calamitous defeats: 1-0 against 
the U.S.A. in the 1950 World Cup at Belo Horizonte 
and 6-3 against Hungary in 1953—at Wembley. 

English soccer is dead, people were apt to declare 
with immodest haste — and some of these critics 
were themselves English. But the corpse wasn’t 
to be buried just yet. Slowly, with dogged deter- 
mination, English soccer started to rebuild. 

The coaches looked around the world, possibly 
for the first time, in wondrous amazement, only to 
discover that many countries had left England 
behind. 

The South Americans were more intuitive and 
artistic; the Hungarians more methodical and _in- 
ventive; the Italians faster, the Germans tougher. 
All in all, soccer had been modernised while in 
England the baggy pants and padded shins some- 
how characterised everything that was old-fashioned 
and stodgy. 

But things began to change. It was Walter 
Winterbottom who first laid the foundations for 
a revival; then came the clubs, the Manchester 
Uniteds, Chelseas and Tottenhams. 

By the early 1960s England’s challenge was being 
prepared. Alf Ramsey took over the England team, 
boldly declaring some two years before the 1966 
World Cup that “England would win”. Few be- 
lieved him, even fewer refrained from ridiculing 
him. But Ramsey was proved right—on July 30, 
1966, England did win the World Cup. 

This, one may say with some exaggeration, 
was the start of England’s fantastic soccer boom 
and also the rise of some of the super-clubs. Man- 
chester United added the European Cup to the 
English trophy room in 1968, while Manchester 
City, Everton, Leeds, Liverpool, Arsenal and others 
greatly helped re-establish England as the world’s 
premier soccer power. 

Oh yes, the 1970 World Cup went to Brazil once 
again, to an exceptionally talented team winning 
through in the Mexican heat. But England’s repu- 
tation was not tarnished. 

Today English teams and players are held up 
as models for professional hopefuls all over the

world. Soccer has again become the “English 
game”, teams everywhere are trying to copy the 
modern, economical and action-packed English 
style. 

Our own soccer in Australia is more British in 
character than anything else. As European and 
Asian coaches and managers have often remarked 
in recent years, it’s exactly this “English bite” in 
Australia’s game that gives them concern. 

The visiting English FA team, while below the 
strength of the full England side, will be treated 
with respect all over Australia. They are, after all, 
representing The Football Association, the world’s 
oldest and most honoured; the players come from 
the various clubs of the Football League, the tough- 
est organised soccer championship in the world. 


We can chalk Up our 
first win over an FA side 


The N.S.W. team will 
take the field on Sunday 
without any of the com- 
plexes which often in the 
past paralysed local 
teams facing English 
opponents. 


By defeating Luton Town 
in England last November, 
Australian soccer put the 
British hoodoo to rest for 
good. 


The late withdrawals of 
several players from the 
touring party have further 
bridged the gap in standards 
between the teams. 


On paper, at least, there 
appears to be little differ- 
ence between NSW and the 
FA XI. 


Although the local side 
could have been better pre- 
pared, it should still have 
an edge on the visitors, who 
will have played only once 
together—against the League 
of Ireland in Dublin last 
Monday. 


Our visitors may also feel 
the effects of the long, stren- 
uous English League season 
behind them while the NSW 
players are just starting to 
reach peak form with their 
club sides as the local cham- 
pionship reaches the half- 
way mark. 


NSW’s last international 
result was a splendid 2-1 
win against the world-rated 
Dynamo Moscow in March. 


This prestige victory was 
achieved without any of the 
St. George-Budapest players, 
who were then covering 
themselves with glory by 
winning the Tokyo Inter- 
national Tournament. 


The St. George players 
will be available this time, 
with the notable exception 
of Australian captain John 
Warren, who enters hospital 


this weekend for a cartilage 


operation. 


Despite Warren’s absence, 
which will be felt in the 
midfield, NSW could make 
it hot for the Englishmen, 
who could be in for their 
toughest match of the tour. 


NSW, the hub of Austra- 
lian soccer, has the best re- 
cord of any Australian State 
against touring teams, 


The visitors will have to 
produce something  ap- 
proaching their best to start 
their nine-match tour with 
a win, 


Any notion they may have 
of an easy victory will be 
dispelled as the minutes 
tick away on Sunday. 


They will face a deter- 
mined, well-organised de- 
fence which includes the 
bulk of last year’s world 
tourists who stunned Israel 
and Greece with victories in 
Tel Aviv and Athens. 


Just for the record, let us 
point out that Australia de- 


feated a full-strength Greece, 
with all their best players, 
3-1 in Athens, while the full 
England team five weeks ago 
beat a weakened Greek XI, 
without any of the Pana- 
thinaikos players, 3-0 at 
Wembley. 


The Achilles heel of the 
NSW team is once more 
likely to be its forward-line. 

Despite several talented 
individuals, the NSW attack 
has never functioned too 
smoothly in the past and it 
may lack the pace of its pro- 
fessional opponents. 


Fitness, speed and tactical 
maturity are sure to be the 
attributes of the FA team. 


The team includes some 
young hopefuls said to be 
on the threshold. of inter- 
national honours. 


They are unlikely to 
squander any chances to be 
included in Alf Ramsey’s 
list of 1974 World Cup pos- 
sibilities as good perform- 
ances on the Australian tour 
will certainly be passed on 
to the England “supremo” 
for further reference. 


Although little is known 
of most of the tourists, most 
of whom are just names to 
the vast majority of Aus- 
tralians, we have — seen 
enough of English players 
to realise how hard it is to 
emerge victorious against 
them. 


The added incentive of 
becoming the first to beat 
English opponents on Aus- 
tralian soil since 1937 should 
ensure a maximum effort by 
the NSW players, who have 
a better than 50-50 chance 
of pulling it off.

Teams selected from 
the very best available 
players in Australia will 
do battle with the Eng- 
lish FA team in their two 
Sydney matches. 


However, their preparations 
have been rather different, The 
N.S.W. squad has been train- 
ing regularly for weeks, while 
the Australian squad spent the 
last week together in camp. 


The two squads overlap— 
and this is only natural when 
one considers that Sydney 
clubs now have the bulk of 
the Australian stars in their 
ranks, 


These are members of the 
two squads which will form 
the teams the Sydney public 
will see in action: 


ROSS KELLY (Western 
Suburbs): Goalkeeper. A Bris- 
bane product who represented 
Australia against Japan in 1968 
when aged 19, Moved to Syd- 
ney in 1969. Played for N.S.W. 
against Dynamo Moscow this 
year. 


JACK REILLY (St. George- 
Budapest): Goalkeeper. Aus- 
tralia’s undisputed No. 1 goal- 
keeper since last year’s world 


tour. Scottish-born, he played 
for Hearts and in the U.S.A. 
before coming to Melbourne. 
Transferred to Sydney this 
year. Four international caps. 


GEORGE KEITH (Apia): 
Fullback. Back in favour, 
after missing out on honours 
last year. Scored the match- 
winning goal in N.S.W.’s 2-1 
win against Dynamo this year. 
Nineteen appearances for Aus- 
tralia, Scottish-born. 


MANFRED SCHAEFER 
(St. George-Budapest): Centre- 
back. One of the mainstays 
of N.S.W. and Australian 
teams since 1967, this German- 
born bombshell who learnt all 
his football in Australia is no 
longer available to play for 
Australia because of business 
commitments. Twenty - four 
caps. 


PETER WILSON (South 
Coast United): Stopper. The 
star of last year’s world tour, 
now an automatic choice in 
any rep. team. Four inter- 
national caps. English-born, 


COLIN CURRAN (Mar- 
coni): Fullback, Another rev- 
elation of the 1970 tour who 
transferred from Adamstown 
(Northern N.S.W.) this season. 
Australian-born. Four caps 
and two appearances for 
N.S.W., against Dynamo this 
year. 


RAY RICHARDS (Marconi): 
Midfielder. English-born. Was 
first selected for Australia in 
1967 when playing in Brisbane. 
Was “rediscovered” last year 
after two relatively obscure 
seasons in Sydney. Scored 
Australia’s winning goal against 
Israel in Tel Aviv last Novem- 
ber. Seven caps. 


JOHN WATKISS (Hakoah): 
Midfielder. Came to Australia 
as a two-year-old. Burst on 
the local scene with Canter- 
bury at the age of 17 and has 
been one of the great names 
of Australian soccer ever since. 
Played with Apia before join- 
ing Hakoah, where he was con- 
verted into a winghalf. Twenty 
caps. 


ALAN AINSLIE (St. 
George-Budapest): Midfielder. 
Described by some as_ the 
“motor” of his club side, Eng- 
lish-born Ainslie burst on the 
local scene last year. Still to 
be capped for Australia. 


GEORGE BLUES (Apia): 
Winger. Scottish-born, One of 
the finest ball players in Aus- 
tralian soccer, Had long spells 
in Scottish and South African 
professional soccer. Winner of 
the 1970 Rothmans Medal 
Four caps. 
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RAY BAARTZ (Hakoah): 
Striker: Australia’s best local- 
born striker. Hails from New- 
castle, from where he went to 
England to serve an appren- 
ticeship with Manchester 
United. Joined Hakoah in 
1967, Unable to tour last year 
owing to family commitments. 
Twenty-two caps. 


ADRIAN ALSTON (St. 
George-Budapest): Striker. Eng- 
lish-born. Came to Australia 
to join South Coast, then 
joined his present club in 1969. 
Scored the winning goal for 
Australia against Luton Town 
in England, Seven international 
appearances. 


JOE ALAGICH (Ryde): 
Winger. The anchor man of 
his club’s forward-line for 
several years, this Australian- 
born speedster has yet to play 
for Australia despite several 
appearances for N.S.W, 


ATTILA ABONYI (St. 
George-Budapest): Winger. A 
fine ball player and consistent 
goalscorer, Abonyi was born 
in Hungary, from whence he 
migrated to Australia as a boy. 
Gained national eminence in 
1967 when he was top scorer 
on Australia’s undefeated 10- 
match Asian tour. 20 caps. 


MIKE DENTON (St. 
George - Budapest): Striker. 
English-born. One of the most 
prolific goalscorers in the 
country and top scorer with 
the Aussie tourists in 1970. 
Four international selections. 


JIM ROONEY (Prague): 
Midfielder, This former Scot- 
tish-born Victorian State rep. 
gained his first N.S.W. inter- 
national honour against Dyn- 
amo this year—and was an 
instant success. 


IVO RUDIC (Ryde): Stop- 
per. One of the classiest de- 
fenders in the game, this 
former Yugoslav was one of 
the main architects of Ryde’s 
success last year. Also “Soccer 
World” Player of the Year in 
1970. 


The N.S.W. team is coached 
by LES SCHEINFLUG, Aus- 
tralia’s World Cup captain in 
1965 and assistant-coach of 
last year’s national squad. 


BILL VROLYKS, president 
of the N.S.W. Federation of 
Soccer Coaches, is the assist- 
ant-coach and the manager is 


KARL RODNY, one-time pre- 
sident of Prague and Hakoah, 
and one of Sydney soccer’s 
best-known identities. 


Of these players, Reilly, 
Keith, Wilson, Curran, Rich- 
ards, Watkiss, Warren, Ainslie, 
Blues, Baartz, Alston, Abonyi 
and Denton are also members 
of the Australian squad, in 
addition to:— 


JIM MACKAY (Croatia, 
Melbourne): Midfielder, age 
27. Scottish-born, ex-Airdrie 
player who came to Australia 
in 1965 and has been one of 
the veritable stars of Victorian 
soccer. Toured with Australia 
in 1970, Four caps. 


ROGER ROMANOWICZ 
(Polonia, Adelaide): _Goal- 
keeper. German-born of Rus- 
sian parents, came to Australia 
at the age of 2, now 23. First 
played for Australia in the 
1967 Saigon Tournament, came 
back into favour again in 1970 
when travelled with Australian 
team. Two caps. 


MAX TOLSON (South 
Coast United): Midfielder. 
Australian-born, now 25, had 
experience with Workington in 
the English League. Has been 
capped by N.S.W. _ several 
times, was unlucky to miss 
1969 Australian World Cup 
team because of last minute 
injury. No caps. 


DON SANDELL (St. 
George - Budapest): Fullback. 
Australian-born, aged 24, Start- 
ed in Sydney First Division 
with Gladesville at 16, as a 
forward, in recent years has 
been playing in defence. Tour- 
ed with Australia in 1969 to 
Mozambique and Israel. No 
caps. 


BOGDAN NYSKOHUS 
(Lions, Adelaide): Fullback. 
Australian-born, one of two 
footballing brothers, aged 21. 
Gained prominence recently 
and tipped to have a bright 
international future. No caps. 

The Australian team is 
coached and managed by 


ZVONIMIR RASIC of St- 
George-Budapest. He was ap- 
pointed at the end of 1970 
and his first assignment was 
the highly successful world 
tour a few weeks later. In 
March 1971 he took St. George 
to Japan, where they won the 
Tokyo International Tourna- 
ment. Born in Yugoslavia, 
Rasic played First Division 
soccer in his homeland as well 
as Australia. Now 36.

A goal by Ray Baartz 
on Sunday would see 
the Hakoah striker join 
Leo Baumgartner as 
N.S.W.’s leading goal- 
scorer in international 
football. 


Baumgartner, with six goals 
—all scored in 1959 in the 
three matches against Depor- 
tiva Saprissa (Costa Rica)— 
has notched the most goals 
for N.S.W. since the inception 
of the Federation. 

Ray Baartz has scored five 
to date for the State team— 
three against New Caledonia 
in 1969, one against Greece 
the same year, and one against 
Dynamo Moscow last year. 

Herbert Ninaus, third on the 
all-time list of Federation goal- 
getters with four goals, scored 
three against Fiji in 1961 and 
one against Torpedo Moscow 
in 1965. 

Walter Tamandl’s three goals 
were against the Costa Ricans, 
Vernon Wentzel’s against the 


A combined English 
team has played three 
times before in Austra- 
lia. 

A team of professionals vis- 
ited Australia way back in 
1925 and played five matches 
against Australia. 

They won all five—2-1 and 
5-0 in Sydney, 2-0 in Mel- 
bourne, 5-1 in Brisbane and 
8-2 at Maitland. 

Twelve years later, an ama- 
teur side, captained by the 
famous Bernard Joy, lost a 
three-match “test series” 
against Australia. 

Australia won 5-4 in Sydney, 
lost 0-4 in Brisbane and won 
the “decider”, 4-3, in New- 
castle. 

England’s most recent visit 
was in 1951, when a selection 
of several top-line professionals 
ran up mammoth scores in the 
five “tests”. 

In Sydney Australia lost by 
the world record score of 17-0 
and in the other two inter- 
nationals staged in Sydney 
were beaten 1-4 and 1-6, 

The Englishmen won 4-1 in 
Brisbane and 5-0 in Newcastle. 


Fijians and Brian Smith scored 
one against Everton in 1964 
and two against Cardiff City 
in 1968. 

Smith’s is a good scoring re- 
cord considering his rare inter- 
national appearances. 

Tony Dove (ex-Prague) ap- 
pears on the list by virtue of 
the two goals he scored against 
Auckland in 1965 in his only 
State team appearance. 

Dave Goldie, then with 
Auburn, also scored the only 
time he played for N.S.W.— 
against Hapoel Tel Aviv, in 
1965. 

Gary Manuel notched his 
two goals in N.S.W.’s 6-0 win 
against New Caledonia in 
1969. 

Of the current crop of inter- 
nationals, John Warren scored 
against New Caledonia, as did 
John Watkiss, in 1965, and last 
year against Dynamo Moscow. 

Abonyi netted against Greece 
and Dynamo, Mike Denton 
twice against the Dynamoes in 
1970 and George Keith scored 
the winning goal against the 
Moscovites in March this year. 

Larry Armytage (2) and Joe 
Alagich scored the goals in 
N.S.W.’s 3-5 defeat against 
Dynamo in February and Ray 
Richards converted a penalty 
in the return match, 

Andrew Papaemmanuel also 
scored from a penalty, against 
the New Caledonians, in 1969.

A match had been scheduled 
in Sydney for the tourists on 
their way to New Zealand— 
but it never took place! 


Australia was then suspend- 
ed by FIFA, and when_ the 
Englishmen arrived from Hong 
Kong—on the morning of the 
game—they refused to play 
the Aussie “outlaws” despite 
an earlier assurance by Sir 
Stanley Rous, then secretary 
of the English FA, that the 
match could be played. 


The English FA’s tour lead- 
er, J. Bowers, agreed, however, 
to allow his players to stage 
a friendly match between them- 
selves at Marks Field, not to 
disappoint the 6,000-odd spec- 
tators who had turned up in 
expectation of a match against 
a star-studded N.S.W.
